There is nothing more strcngLhcn- 
ing and nourishing than eggs as an 
article of diet, and farmers ought to 
indulge in the luxury of eating them. 
Not infretiuently the eggs are saved 
up and sold when not as much nutri- 
ment can be i>urclia.scd with tlio 
money they are sold for. Four eggs 
contain more nutriment than a pound 
of beefsteak, and will give more 
strength, and a person will not tire 
of egg diet as quickly as ho will of 
fresh meat. They never distress tho 
part^iker, and if properly cooked can 
be oaten witii poriect safety. For an 
invalid there is nothing nioro whole- 
some than a raw egg beaten up with 
a littlo sugar and stirred into a ghias 
of milk, and taken before breakfast 
gives strength and health. Boiled 
eggs are more wholesome than fried 
ones, and egg sandwiches are a splen- 
did dish, t^iKcn either hot or cold, and 
e.s|)ecially suited for lunch or picnics. 
Omelot«, poached eggs or boiled eggs 
cut in slices and a cream grtivy pour- 
ed oTor them, arc splendid substitutes 
for meat at breakfast, ft^ustards and 
puddings are good changes in tho bill 
of fare, and much better than pies for 
hot weather, and eggs are an import- 
ant item in their manufacture. — San 
Pra )i riiico Ch ron ick. 



Science aud ludustry. 

Tho United States, it is said, ia now 
tho second copper producing country 
in the world.

At the meeting of the Academy of 
Science in St. Louis, a few days ago, 
there was exhibited a si>eciinen of na- 
tural coke taken from a mine of lig- 
nitic coal in Utali. The coke had 
been made, itisstatetl, by volcanic ac- 
tion, two volumes of volcanic rocks 
having passed directly through tho 
mine. 

Base-ball making i., uitomnii^ ;i very 
large and remunerativo industry. Last 
year over 5,000,000 balls were manu- 
factured in this country, and as tho 
makers have a larger number of orders 
than ever before, it is estimated that 
7,000,000 base balls will be in use the 
coming season. — Chicac/o Herald. 

An apparatus designed to ascertain 
tho quanity of carbonic acid in the at- 
mosphere of a room has been devised 
by a German. A plain, thin rubber 
vessel, shaped like a narrow-neckoti 
gourd, is tilled with tho atmosphei-o 
of the room and discharged into a cy- 
lindrical jar filled with common lime 
water. This operation is rei>cated 
until a marked change is produced in 
tho lime water. The degi-ees of such 
changes being \yell known, the com- 
parative condition of the air in the 
room is denoted closely enougli for all 
ordinary practical purposes. 

It is related that a Professor of Bo- 
tany in a Boston school was recently 
taken into a conservatory where the 
most of tho flowers and shrubs were 
artificial, and asked if he thought thfro 
were any bogus flowers there.

OsE of the most diflRcnlt tbiogH to 
ftttain in jonrnalism is abHolnte correct- 
11680 and tmth of statement both in 
spirit and in word. A correspondent 
writing of an occnrrance is natnrally 
apt to give bin impreMions in words 
whicb do not exactly suit the sympa- 
thies and understanding of every one 
else wbo witnessed it. He looks at 
tbe matter from bib own standpoint, 
without regard to the biassed conside- 
rations of others. He may make 
mistakes of jodgment and errors as to 
fact«, without intending to misrepre- 
sent A slight deviation here, or an 
oversight there, is sure to bring forth 
a fierce eruption of " honest indigna- 
tion," and a total condemnation of all 
tbat be has written. Home people are 
apt to allow two words of error to blind 
them to two hundred words of truth. 
A man's morals must be in a very bad 
condition who attribntes malice and 
sinister motives to all who differ with 
him. Yet sach is the view that in 
sometimes taken when a discrepancy 
is discovered in a printed coinmnnica- 
tion. We are afraid tbat some of onr 
readers lire inclined to be a little too 
severe and uncharitable towards the 
writers who fail to record ertry hap- 
pening with a precision tbat approxi- 
mates )'>erfection. Some may look 
beyond their own blunders to connt 
up tbe mistakes of their fellows, and 
argne that each error they find is de 
serving of censure. Errors of jadg 
ment are to be deplored, bnt we should 
oondemn only errors of intent. To 
(teoonnce indiscriminately mistakes 
that were probably caused by over- 
sight orill jadgment. is the climax of 
injostioe and imposition. It is time 
to call a halt in such habits.

A SKETCH OF THF. KnUOATIONAl, IN- 
STIXUT10>f I'ROVinBI) BY THE NA- 
TION'S HOUNTY.

ComnuTcial and G<aeUe, May 22.) 

Tiio Columbia Institution for the 
Instruction of the Deaf ami Dumb is 
located in one of tho most charming 
places in tho suburbs of Washington, 
known as the Kendall (Jrccn. It was 
incorporated in tho year 1857 and has 
since boon sustained by Congress as 
the Institution whore government 
beneficiaries, viz : Deaf :ind Dumb 
children of liio District of Columbia, 
and tlio.se whose parents are in the 
army and navy, should receive free 
education. 

Seven years after the school was 
started, tho directors decided to or- 
ganize a collegiate deiiartment. This 
department bears tlio name of the 
National Deaf Mute College. 

Indigent deaf mute from tho 
several states ai-c received in the 
primary department at tho exjwnse of 
tho states from wlwch they come. 
Tho friends of students in the collegi- 
ate department or the students tliom- 
selves pay their tnitioiij but the insti- 
ulion is always prepared co iLssist 
those who lack means. This -college 
has produced fortv- five teachers, 
three editors and publishers of news- 
papers, throe journalists, one of the 
most distinjjuislicd patent lawyers 
and two assistant professors in the 
Faculty of their Alma Mater. Seven 
have entered tho civil service of tho 
government, while tho others have 
chosen agricultural and meohanical 
pursuits, in which the advantage of 
thorough mental tiaining will give 
thoiii a superiority over those not so 
well educated. 

The first student from Delaware 
entered the collegiate department in 
the year 1873, imd was followed in 
1876 by two childron who were placed 
in the primary department. Tho 
number has increased each succeeding 
year. There arc at present, in atlon- 
dance, 13 pupils from Delaware— 10 
boys and three girk. They are as 
hapjjy and contented children as can 
bo found anywhere. Most of them 
are bright, promising scholars. Some 
are among the very best in tho insti- 
tution. Olio has been promoted to 
the preparatorv class in tho collogo, 
and he intends to remain only one 
year, and then learn the art of print- 
ing. The last examination of those 
pupils was most satisfactory and show- 
ed docidod improrcnient. 

Tiie branches taught iu tho primary 
deimrtmentare roading, spelling, writ- 
ing, articulation nnd lip-reading, 
grammar, arithmetic, history, geo- 
graphy, elements of natural phi'losophy 
and drawing. #lie older boys are 
tangh! ''Ml>:n.«t makinp^ and carpenter- 
ing. 

Soiiaior iiayard is a member of tho 
hoard of directors, and has, during 
tho whole period of his connection 
with the institution, miinifestatcd un- 
abated interest in tho welfare of the 
school. 

The deaf people of Delawai-o feel 
and will in timomaiiiresfc their grati- 
tude for tlio advantages afTorded to 
tlicm by which tlioir lives become 
brighter and liappier, at the same 
time that they arc growing into good 
men and women, and nsofnl and 
worthy citizens. 

Pin-cnts who have cliildroii in tho 
Institution can depend upon their 
children receiving the best of care and 
attention. Tiie generosity of Con- 
gress lonaiils the school has been un- 
stinted, tbcrefoi-e the directors of tho 
school arc enabled to provide every- 
thing essential for the proper mannijo- 
mcnt of a school of this kind. We 
wonld urge those piiront* who have 
deaf children to place them at school. 
Their lives will be tho hotter for it. 
To refuse or neglect tho moans of 
opening nji the mind of one of these 
little oiies, is what no Christian 
liai-ents can afford to do.

The Providence Deaf- Mute Society 
held its business meeting in their 
rooms on Saturday evening, May 24th, 
with Oscar Kinsman in the chair. A 
little after eight o'clock, there were 
seventeen mutes by actual count — 
three ladies and fourteen gentlemen. 
About ten others preferred to remain 
out. It was an excellent mooting, 
however, and much earnestness and 
interest was exhibited.

Nine lectures on 
Saturday evenings were delivered, and 
ninety-two nmtes was the total num- 
ber, making in all 502 mutes in atten- 
dance. The largest number of mutes 
at any one service was twenty-four, 
and the average number, nine. It 
was a good showing. 

Levi A. Lester, Treasurer, was next 
called. The first thing he said was 
that his relations with Messrs. Kins- 
man and Steere had been very plea- 
s.ant. He gave his report in a very 
cle.ar maiinor. His report showed, 
$140 had been expended, with a bal- 
ance on hand of $70. 88. The sum of 
$20.19 was made up of small contribu- 
tions during tho year. The report 
was very encouraging, and showed a 
healthy condition. Ho was accorded 
a vote of thanks. The mutes were 
much pleased with his true and ac- 
curate account of tho money received 
and expended. 

John F. Donnelly moved that the 
initiation fee for membership be one 
dollar, and fifty cents every month.

Mr. O'Noil moved that James Dolan 
be Investigating Committee to ex- 
amine the books and accounts per- 
taining thereto, of all pei-sons having 
or handling any money belonging to 
the society, and all bills and claims 
against the society. But the motion 
was killed, as the members had tho 
utmost confidence in the honesty ot 
the oificors. 

Messrs. Kinsman, Lester and Steere 
did so well that the mutes envinced 
their appreciation of their worth by 
re electing them.

Tlieie are 
three for 1'35, which passc-d through 
the Chicago fire, and were sent in 
for redemption hy Mr. U. H. >fottin, 
Paymaster of the Chicago & Alton 
Ilailway, Though they are burned 
to a cri«p black ttsh, the paper is 
scarcely broken, and the engraving is 
as clear aa in a new note, riiere are 
also five £!} notes which went to the 
bottom of the sea in the unfortunate 
training ship Eurydice, and were ro- 
coverea after six months' immersion. 
They are not even frayed. The 
paper id Htainoil a light brown, and 
that is the only effect their lone cx- 
jKJSure to salt water litis ha<l. Wc arc 
shown in a small Cfwe covered with a 
magnifying gliifw a few charred frag- 
ments of pajicr, for which the hank 
paid £I,4(X>. They are the remains 
of Bcvcral notes dcstrovcd in a fire, 
and were redeemed at their full value,

The Coat ofRanninK n'Train. 

As the passenger sits at a cur win- 
dow and sees the mile jiobIb whirl 
past, he seldom stops to reflect what 
it has exjfil the company to pull the 
train a mile. A party of gentlemen, 
some of I hem experienced businesB 
men, sat in the lobliy of the Kennard 
House yesterday, when the (jiiestion 
as to the cost of runiiing an urdinarily 
heavy passenger train was raised. 
Several of them mada estimates, but 
every one of tliein was far below the 
amount. The average cost of running 
an ordinary prissenger train of from 
six to ten coaches is from $1 to $1.25 
a mile, This m.ay Bcem large at first, 
but when the several items, are taken 
into account one will sufpect, after 
all, that the estimate is loo small. 
One of the principal items is the run- 
ning of the locomotive. It has been 
the study of master niechani<;B to re- 
dace the cost of running an engine, 
and each claims to be a liflb) closer in 
his calculations than the other. The 
average cost ilnring Jnnuary of run 
iiing the tingines on the liee Line, for 
xamplc, was 15.77 cents per mile. 
Freight enginen run at a cost per mile 
of 17.73 cents. Passenger engines 
cost less, viz., 17.24 cents per mile ; 
while? switch engines, whitjli are credit- 
ed with so mufli milea'ze per day, 
regsrdless of the distances run, are 
run at so low a cost as to reduce the 
average to iri.?? cent.i per mile. The 
engines ran .'54.03 miles to a ton of 
coal, and 10,38 miles to a pint of oil.

The specini trains on the Luke Shore, 
running at a speed of about forty 
miles an hour, and the fast mail, at 
about tliirly-.soven miles, are the moBt 
exptmsive trnins on that line. It is not 
generally known what the Government 
pays the Lake Shore people for run- 
ning the fast mail from N''W York lo 
Chicago, but it ought to receive at 
Iea.1t $SU() to fully compensate it. 
Another little item of railway opera- 
tion is the expense of stopping and 
starting a troin, which an experienced 
railroad m:in said yeaterday could not 
be effected at a less expense than from 
eighteen to twenty five cents at each 
Htop. — (Hfvclanil llfrnhl.
